Lying lips are abomination to the lord: but they that deal 


tru! y, are his delight. Proverbs 12. 29, 


Lying 1 is an evil, iu vindication of which, few are so har- 
dened as to p lead; and yet it is no uncommon evil. Some 
previous and shametul criminality may lead men to false- 
hood, to cover thei r disgrace ; but they had better confess, 
forsake, and leave huis sin. Some, after they have lied, 
labor hard to conceal it; afterwards are obliged to subunit 
Atothe deep and lasting disgrace of having the crime known. 
“‘ABat should the ‘y escape being detected by man, the whole 
Avil be broug! it to lie int by a heart-searching God. 
qo the spirit of malone or revenge too often: proves a fruit- 

hilsouree of lying. i one is injured by another, he retali- 

aies by falsehood and slander but it often recoils on his 
pe head. He is proved a i and an enemy to truth, 
aud the person he attempted to slander, is found clear of 
those slanderous accusations ; consequently he sinks into 
Isyrace, and the other, to his ereat mortification, is the 
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livre esteemed and honored. 
vivain. Many are induced to depart from the law of 
Nth for the sake of gain. They over-rate their own 
oh and sive them qualities which they do not possess, 
ia design to get more than their real value ; and they 
on rate the things of others, either to keep their own 
‘edit, or get them below their real worth. By these 
vans, some defraud others of their right, and heap up 
thes i in abundance. But wealth, so gotten, must be pain- 
“in its final consequence. It must prove a bed of thorns 
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to a dying man, and a sword of torture to a condemned son}. 

Avain. Others have a peculiar faculty of leaving false 
impressions on the minds of those, who ‘hear them: and 
without saying the words commonly used to make such inp. 
pressions. They doit by tones and eestures. The impres 
sions made are exactly such as they intended; but when 
charged with falsehood, the Ly pretend to be innocent. Bat 
let thews remember, i see hearers received the ideas they 
intended, and if those ideas were not true, th icy have as re- 
ally lied, as if they had used the very words, which are the 
common and known signs of lymg. ‘There is perhaps ro 
other kind of OR which more i evails, and does more 
real mischief. Such a har contrives beforehand a place of | 
retreat, and after he has stirred up a great deal of strife 
and hatred, he intends. by casting off the falsehood on oth- 
ers, fo go off im triamph. But the day is approacl ‘hing, wher 
the enemies of truih shall be uncovered, and appear m ther 
true character. 

Avan. Many lie foolishly, when the truth would do a7 
ereat deal better. even if there were no erimin: ality in ly- 
ing. Such do it when it is entircly unnecessary, even if it 
were in itself a virtue. They often do it by exaggerating 
things, known to be fa!se, when they have no th ic 
to it, or any determinace end in view. The things they im 
vent and spread are so weak and foolish, they w ould be a 
disgrace to them if true, and much more so, as they are 
flee. Other kinds of falsehood may be more mis¢ehievious; 
but none can bear stronger marks of folly. [Tt must be con- 
sidered as a sure evidence of a weak and depre aved mind. 
Ld they but realize the things of tisie and eternity as they 
Gt ght, they would tind topics at conversation enough to ems) 
1! oy their tongue, without having recourse to such low and! 
disgr acelul things. 

Again. Tins i is also a kind of fashionable, polite lying, 
white is called by the soft name of jesting, in which many] 
langhable things are said with a design to exite murth.! 
They sport wath the infirmities cf others; & what was said) 
in ‘eat, is often taken and afterwards told in earnest ; by 
which the innocent sufferers have their infirmitics conver’ 
ted into faults of the blackest hue. But the guilty, whea 
charged with the crime, attempt au excuse by saymg » hey) 





were not in earnest. This frivolous excuse neither excl 
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-<tes them from the charge of falsehood, nor prevents the 
mischief it has occasioned. If men are ever ironical, let 
-jce, and not the persons of the mnocent be the subject of 
their irony. Jesting is a species of lying, and is a barbed 
arrow, and should never be played with, lest it miss the 
guilty and wound the iniocent. 


Again. Some put a false coloring on truth, or magnify 
ts simple form beyond all bounds. This may arise from 
the love they have of always dealing in the marvellous. 
They seem to have no liking to simple and unexaggera- 
ted descriptions. By their manner of relating things, we 
should be ready to think the smallest insect to be a mon- 
ster for its shape and bigness, and a mote to be a world : 
“But let your yea be yea, and your nay be nay ; for whatsoever 
is more than these cometh of evil.” 


Again. ‘There is yet another very common and awful 
kind ef lying, which consists in the breach of promise to 
God ; and one from which perhaps no son or daughter of 
Adam 1s entirely clear. In times of sickness, thunder, 
storms, and distress, men promise to reform but when; 
| God in mercy removes the threatening danger, they soon 
lorget and disregard their solemn vows, and practice their 
former evils. Under weighty sermons, at sudden deaths, 
and on other solemn occasions, they make many religious 
promises, but very soon they pass away like an idle tale, or 
he carly clowd, or morning dew. — It 1s not a trifling crime 
‘ius to treat Jehovah, by thus lving to him, in breaking 
‘heir promisory engagements. But though so desperately 
guilty, few seem concerned for their state, only when chase 
sed by providence. Then they renew their vows, and. 
commonly break them again when saved out of their trou- 
ble. Whatever such now think, it is certain their broken 
promises and murdered hours will one day stare them in 
the face ; and unless repentance prevent, they will be char- 
ged home on their guilty souls with unutterable pain. 

O may God help thee, my reader, to avoid this evil also, 
ind at last, save us in his kingdom of glory is the desire of

Copy of a letter to the editor, from Bider Ziba Woodworth, 
dated Montpelier, Mt. July Ist, 1622. 
Dear Broruer in THE Golret, 
Perusing the last number of the Religious Informer. | 
read a communication from our beloved brother Elder Tim. 
othy Morse, stating that he had felt the nece ssity of bemg 
more given up to God and his work, of his complying with 
the mpression, and of the effect that followed. — My heart 
responded with Pharoal’s Butler, “This day / remember my 


fault.” About the first of January last,a similar 1 Im pression 


rested on my mind. and I sat out to visit my brethren in 
New-En gland. First IT visited and preached with the 
brethren in Cormth, Vt. from thence to Haverhill, Coven. 
try, Wentworth, Rumney, Plymouth, Holderness, Sand. 
wich, and Tamworth, i in New- Hampshire ; preached in al- 
most all those towns, and in divers other places. There 
wasa little revival in Tamw orth, one child of mine years 
old came out and owned her Saviour in the second meeting 
I attended in that place. I ihe 7 pes -sed on to P arsonsheld 
and Limeric in Maine, in both of which towns the Lord 
was carrying on his work of reformation. In Limeric about 
15 had obtained a hope in Christ. Elders C. Bullock and 
J. Buzzell had baptized the young converts, among whom 
is 2 superior young man, who feels the weight of the cause 
of God uper him, and I think the Lord bien set him for the 
defence of the gospel. This was about the 23d of January. 
Many were then under pubgent conviction. 

[ then travelled southward through Alfred, Dover, Exe- 
ter, Haverhill, Boston, Quinsy, Ded tham, and Providence, 
where [I preached three cvenings and one Lord’s day te 
large and attentive con oreg@ations. I then travelled through 
Hopkinton, Stonnington, Grote wn, and New-bondon, publicly 

reaching almost every ev eb sometimes I hope with 
good eflect. ‘Then I passed through Norwich, the place e of 
iny nativity, to Leb: anon, W indliam, and As hdd, where | 
found our beloved sis ster, Clarrissa HE. Richmond well enga- 
ged in religion. though she is married to a gentleman of 
es yet s she doen hot appear im the least lifted up. She 
ntinued to —_ h the gospel and travel considers ibiy, to

nv ach and confirm the brethren in the faith of the on 
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i then travelled northward to Lebanon, N. He about one 
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week after you preached there. A general awakening ap- 
pe ared to pervade the minds of the ‘people, the youth in 
articular. Asmall number had obtained a hope in the 
En of God. I tarried a day or two with the people, visit- 
ed from house to house, preached once toa large and sol- 
onn assembly. LT returned home the first of March, after 
avo months of painful yet joyful labor in the vineyard of 
our blessed Lord. [ have visited, preached, and baptized 
‘vyarious towns in this vicinity, enjoy perfect peace m my 
soul, and feel reconciled to God. 

QO my herald brethren, let us never be discouraged. but 
he more earnest to win souls to Christ; for the work of the 
Lord is honorable and glorious.
